Salt Lake, Utah, Oct. 15.—Mrs. Little 


f.'Stout, or Stone, a beautiful young 
southern woman and a bride of six 
iiionths, committed suicide yesterday, 
the alleged cause being that her hus- 
band had deserted her. The suicide was 
dramatic. Mrs. Stout called Policeman 
Lincoln into the hotel where she was 
stopping and told him she was going to 
take carbolic aeid, as Mr. Stout had le£t 
1-er. The blue coat believed she was 
simply raving, and when she asked 
him to bring her some envelopes from 
the hotel office he complied. Then Mrs. 
Stout wrote this note: 


"Dear Mother—I must tell you Mr. 


Stout has left me with all the monej I 
have. He has taken all I have. He" has 
left me alone. I am taking carbolic-aci<i 
and I will die tonight. I will give, this 
world up forever. 
MRS. STOUT." 


A moment later, before the police- 


man could act, she swallowed- two 
ounces of'carbolic acid. 
Death was 


quickr and"sure. 
Mrs. Stout and her 


husband came here two weeks ago 
'rom West Virginia. 


Among the large number of letters 


found were some addressed to Mrs. 
Mattie Stout, but the great majority 
were addressed to Miss Mattie Reeves, 
Rutherford, W. Va. These were love 
letters, and were 
signed by James 


Stone. Some of the letters bore date 
marks as far back as 1900. One letter 
was from Parkersburg, W. Va., and had 
been received by Mrs. Stout since com- 
ing here. 


Stout or Stone, it is alleged, left his 


wife in an angry mood Saturday morn- 
ing, and since that time she had been 
nearly crazy. Stone soon after coining 
here bought real estate, paying $13,000 
cash, "and recording it in his wife's 
name. He made Tuttle Bros.' really 
exchange his headquarters. Friday Tut- 
tle Bros, received a letter from a party 
in Ripley, Jackson county, W. Va., and 
inclosed was a sealed envelope address- 
ed to John M. Stonel 


The other letter asked the firm if

her husband's old parishioners might 
be induced to offer more liberal con-

tence was passed. Mrs. Nixon prose- 
cuted error to the circuit court, claim- 
ing that there was error in the record 
and trial in refusing to send to the 
;ury, during their deliberations upon a 
•'•erdiet, certain propositions, in writing, 
requested by defendant's counsel to be 
given to the jury before the argument 
of the case to the jury began, and 
which prepositions were given to the 
jury as good law in the case. The de- 
fendant's counsel claimed that the&e 
propositions of law should go with the 
Jury and be present in the jury room 
during their deliberations upon a ver- 
dict.. For refusal to send the instruc- 
tions' or propositions to the jury room, 
the circuit court reversed the judgment 
oi conviction.

WAGES. 


IN 


Ultimatum 
Issued by the Companies 


Makes Situation Critical for the 


Unions—Day's Notes. 


A Scripps-McRae telegram to tho 


Advocate today from Chicago follows: 


"Railroads 
cannot 
afford to grant 


any further ^increase iu wages, and if 
they are forced to lake such action 
over 100,000 employes in the eastern 
half of the country ~v, ill be laid off in- 
definitely." 


This ultimatum was issued last week 


to the heads of labor organizations 
that are planning to demand higher 
pay. 
It was followed by hurried con- 


ferences among the leaders of 
the 


men in this city. 


When the order went out it was tak- 


en as a "bluff" but news soon reached 
Chicago that the Vanderbilt lines had 
authorized the laying off of 15 per cent 
of the men in the maintenance depart- 
ment, and that other companies are 
expected to follow 
along the same 


lines. 
The railroad employes are in 


a state of consternation. The men on 
the roads that run west from Chicago 
have been granted a wage increase of 
approximately 12 1-2 per cent. 
Tho 


:nen in the east are clamoring for an 
equal increase and assert that the ulti- 
matum of the roads was sent out to 
prevent a concerted effort among the 
unions to get it established. 


The situation is considered by the 


heads of the various unions as the 
most critical their organizations have 
faced for many years. All fear that 
the roads will do as in 1S93 when they 
dropped over 100,000 men from their 
pay rolls instead of reducing wages.

They shall express on their face 
the purpose for which issued, and that- 
they are issued in pursuance of this 
ordinance anJ sai<? law. The faith and 
credit of said City of Newark, Ohio, 
is hereby irrevocably pledged for the 
payment ot said bonds, principal and 
interest? . 


Sec. 3. The Clerk of this Council 


is hereby directed to cause the said 
bonds to he first offered at par and 
accrued interest to the Trustee of the 
Sinking Fund in their official capacity, 
and if the Sinking Fund Trustees re- 
fuse to take any or all of said bonds 
at par and accrued interest then the 
sale of said bonds shall he advertised, 
as required by law. Said Clerk shall 
have said bonds and interest coupons 
properly prepared and executed, in 
accordance with this ordinance and the 
statutes, and have the same duly re- 
corded and registered in the office of 
the Sinking Fund Trustee, and stamp- 
ed with the word? "Registered in Of- 
fice of Sinking Fund. Trustees." Pro- 
posals to ^purchase said bonds shall he 
addressed"" to lie Council, through its 
Clerk, and the highest and best bid 
shall be accepted, ar-d the sales there- 
of negotiated by said Council, but the 
same shall not be sold for less than 
par. 


Sec. 4. The proceecs of tne sale of 


said bonds shall be paid into tho City 
Treasury, and properly deposited and 
set aside in a fund for the purpose 
herein specified and shall be applied 
solely to the payment of the cost and 
expenses thereof; and the premium 
and accrued interest received from 
such sale shall he transferred to the 
Trustees of the Sinking Fund to be ap- 
plied by them in the manner required 
by law. 


Sec. 5 To pay the principal of said

The following are the rules govern- 


ing the registration lor the approach- 
ing election: 


The ele*tion day is Tuesday, Novem- 


ber 3, 1903. from 5:30 a. m. to 5:30 p. 
in., standard time. 


Voters must be 21 years of age or 


over and reside in the state one year 
and in the county thirty days, in or- 
aer to register and vote. 


Voters who are heads of families 


can move from any voting precinct 
in the townships oi Licking county 
into the city of Newark any time pre- 
vious to the election, and if they can 
get registered in their proper precinct 
and otherwise qualified, can vote. 
"Voters not the heads of famil" 
(single men) who move out of the 
uiecmct alter October 14, 1903, can- 
not vote. 


The remaining registration days in 


tl»e city ol Newark for the November 
election, 1&03, are Thursday, October 
15; Friday and Saturday, the 23d and 
<.4ih ot October, 1903, and. all voters re- 
siding in the city of Newark must reg- 
ister on the above days and between 
Uie hours of 8 a. m. and 1 p. m or 4 
P- m. and 9 p. m,, if they are not al- 
ready properly registered.

Voters who are the heads of faini- j 


lies and move into the city of Newark 
iroin the townships within 
Licking 


county between October 24 and No\em- I 
ber 3, if otherwise qualified, may get, 
an order to be registered in their proper j 
piecmct in the city at the office of the 
city board of elections, on Monday, No- 
vember 2, between the hours of 2.30 to 
:30. and such persons must take the 


order to their precinct on Monday, No- 
vember 2,1903, where they will be prop- 
erly registered by the registrars of that 
precinct. 


Voters who will-he out of the city 


and more than 50 miles therefrom 
between the 1st of September and 
the 24th of October can register by 
making affidavit of absent elector and 
mailing the same to the secretary of f 
the board of elections in time to 
reach him on or before October 21, 
3S03. 


.Voters who are sick and unable to 


go to their proper jpgistration ulaces 
may be registered on an affidavit of a 
''•pick elector" in , their precinct on 
October 15, 23 and 24,1903. 


Voters who are heads of families 


and registered on the .regular regis- j 
tration days, and who have moved 
to another voting precinct on or be- 
fore November 2, may have a removal 
certificate, obtainable where they have 
registered, which" removal certificates 
must be taken to they- new, registration 
places and filed with the registrars on 
Monday, November 2, 1903. 


Voters not the heads of families who 


have moved on or before October 14, 
and who have resided in the new pre- 
cinct 20 days, are entitled to removal 
certificates the same as heads of fami-
